At the match’s 
conclusion, Hays won the final fall 
®@ and the championship—or so every- 


one thought. 
Angered over what he considered 


poor refereeing, the late Dory Funk 
Sr. stormed into the ring and slam- 
med the referee with a roundhouse 
punch to the head. When the of- 
ficial recovered, he made one of 


the most controversial decisions in 
wrestling history. 


“Instead of losing the match on 
falls,’ the referee declared, ‘‘Dory 
Funk Jr. is disqualified for the ac- 
tions of his father!” 
; Hays was stunned. His elation in- 


stantly curdled. Alscreamed, ‘Wait!

A lot of time has passed since Lord Al Hays 
whipped Dory Funk Jr. in an N.W.A. title match 
but wasn't awarded the belt. And don’t think for 
one moment that Lord Al has forgotten that inci-

If you disqualify him, then | don't 
win the title! | can’t win a title ona 
disqualification. You can't change 
your decision after the match!” 

However, the referee’s decision 
to change the decision held. Dory 
Funk Jr. retained his title even 
though he had legally lost two out of 
three falls. 

Naturally, the decision generated 
a great deal of controversy. Lying 
on the training table, Hays smiled 
as he recalled the number of great 
wrestlers who added their names to 
petitions calling for Hays to be 
awarded the championship. The 
smile quickly faded when he re- 
membered how ineffectual all the 
protests proved. 

Dory did give Hays a rematch two 
weeks later. Again, it was a magnif-

icent display of scientific wrestling. 
Again, it was a close match. Again, 
Dory was disqualified on a minor 
technicality with Hays on the brink 
of becoming champion. 

As the final moments flashed 
through his brain, Hays brought his 
fist down hard on the dressing room 
table. Only then did he realize his 
nails, digging into his palms, had 
drawn blood. 


Then Hays remembered the series 
of matches which saw the bitter 
wrestler turn from a scientific to 
a viciously dirty wrestler. Quickly, 
the names and faces of men he’s 
maimed in the last few years came 
to mind. Many wrestlers who were 
forced to seek other professions 
rue the day Lord Al Hays felt the 
title belt was stolen from him. 

Now, years later, when Al was

approached to challenge Dory 
for Funk’s Missouri State title, 
Hays at first laughed, a cold, ugly 
laugh. When the laughter stopped, 
his words came out with a cruel 
earnestness. 

“There’s now way in_ hell,” 
Hays spat, “I'll never wrestle Funk 
for a title again! I’m not going to go 
through that again, ever! | couldn't 
get a decent break against Funk 
for all the money in the world. Why 
bother? Get some other sucker.”’ 

Yet the promoters continued their 
pleas for a match. They appealed 
to his pride, doubled the usual 
purse to appeal to his greed, and 
threatened to suspend him if he 
failed to wrestle. Against his will 
better judgement, Hays 
finally accepted the match. 

So Lord Al found himself train- 
ing for another title match against 
Dory Funk, Jr. His first notion was 
to use.every dirty trick in the book 
and invent some others, if they 
proved insufficient. Then, after 
long personal thought, he changed 
his mind. 

“If I'm in it,” Al-told friends, 
“let me use this as the one chance 
| have of righting two wrongs. | 
beat Funk twice scientifically, so | 
know | can do it. | was robbed both 
times. This time, I’m going to prove 
to the world who should have been 
N.W.A. champion years ago. I’m 
going to show that wrestling’s 
finest moment, my championship, 
never occurred because of stu- 
pidity and cheating! I’m going to 
make the years Dory was champion 
seem a slander on wrestling his- 
tory!” 

Al not only trained, he immersed 
himself in N.W.A. rulebooks. No 
rule was too obscure to escape 
Hays’ scrutiny. He became a man 
obsessed by regulations, feverishly 
imagining instances where a victory 
could be snatched from him by a 
technicality. One could almost say 
Hays was preparing to defeat the 
rulebook instead of Funk. 

The night of the match found 
Hays lying on the training table, 
remembering all that had happened 
to bring him to this place. As he 
slowly swung his feet to the floor, 
Lord Al tried to recall all the techni- 
calities he has prepared to avoid. He 
also gave a little consideration to 
his opponent.

which infuriates 
Lanza so much. 
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HERE ARE MANY wrestlers 

who were outraged at Billy 
Graham for changing his style and 
choosing scientific wrestlers as his 
tag team partners. For one man, 
however, it provided the chance he 
always wanted. 

For years Blackjack Lanza has 
resented the adulation and 
attention given to Graham because 
of the wrestler’s build and classic 
good looks. Every photo of Graham 
appearing on the cover of a 
magazine was a slap on the face to 
Lanza. When they began calling 
Billy “Superstar,” it made Lanza 
despise the man he once called 
“friend.” 

Few realize Lanza’s ego is justas 
great as Graham’s, if not greater. 
However, he lacks ‘‘Superstar’s” 
flair, making it impossible for him to 
evoke the same kind of publicity 
Graham effortlessly generates. 
Anyhow, Lanza‘s always felt the 
only thing which should matter is 
how a man handles himself in a 
match. He can’t understand 
Graham's appeal. 

“Graham isa hero,” Lanza states, 
“because the fans are stupid. Most 
of them wouldn’‘t know a wrestler 
from a honeydew melon. Especially 
the girls, who can’t see anything 
past a pretty face. I’m a man, some- 
thing those girls want no part of! All 
they want is to scream at some 
pretty boy they cancontrol. Girls are 
for Graham. Women are for Lanza! 

“And the stupid magazines which 
are supposed to be about wrestling 
but put Graham on the cover make 
me sick. Why don’t they praise the 
real wrestlers, like me? They should 
tell the fans who’s good and who’sa 
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pretty joke. Instead, they praise 
Graham, who is not even a pretty 
joke, as far as I’m concerned! It’s 
enough to make a real athlete sick to 
his stomach!” 

Since Graham has changed his 
style, Lanza is now free to say 
publicly what many suspected he 
felt privately for years. Many are 


repulsed by the intensity of Black- 
jack's insults. But all his damned up 
feelings have been freed after all 
this time and a deluge of hatred was 
bound to flow. The force of the flood 
has been staggering. 

Though he pretends to be 
unaffected by the present slanders, 
Billy can’t hide his shock at realiz-

Blassie made him break the hold. 
Markoff tied Mascaras up in the 
ropes. Blassie wouldn’t let him near 
Mil until Freddie himself freed the 
masked man.

UPRISING! 


The night Chief Wahoo McDaniel met Dusty Rhodes brought back 
memories... memories of the famous day in history when General 
Custer was massacred at Little Big Horn. Like Custer at Little Big 
Horn, Dusty Rhodes had no idea what he was running up against when 
he met Chief Wahoo.

U COULD HAVE been “Custer’s 
Last Stand.” That was what fans 
were saying after viewing the long- 
awaited grudge match between Chief 
Wahoo McDaniel and his arch ene- 
my—Dusty Rhodes. 

Blood flowed as easily as it did at 
the Custer massacre. And by the time 
the smoke cleared, Rhodes had bit- 
ten the dust and lay helpless in his 
own blood while other wrestlers had 
to hold Wahoo back from inflicting 
even more punishment. McDaniel 
wanted Dusty’s scalp! 

What started this slaughter? How 
did it begin? 

The exact date and time cannot be 
pinpointed. McDaniel and Rhodes 
have had a hatred for each other for 
quite awhile. But what brought it to 
a head was a combination of Rhodes’ 


thirst for brutality and McDaniel’s 
hair-trigger temper. 

Rhodes was wrestling Treach Phil- 
lips and handing him a terrible beat- 
ing. He wasn’t satisfied with merely 
beating his opponent. He was stomp- 
ing him—trying to maim and cripple 
a hapless foe. The bell had rung and 
the match was over. But Rhodes 
would not stop. 

As is his habit, McDaniel, sched- 
uled to go on in the next match, was 
sitting at ringside waiting for the 
Rhodes-Phillips bout to end. Seeing 
the senseless slaughter, Wahoo charg- 
ed into the ring and leveled Dusty 
with one swipe of his patented toma- 
hawk chop. Rhodes disappeared like 
a whipped dog. 

That, however, wasn’t the end of 
it. While McDaniel, who might be 
the greatest Indian athlete since the 
legendary Jim Thorpe, was being in-

terviewed, Rhodes sneaked back, at- 
tacked the Chief, and tore his expen- 
sive headdress into pieces while 
screaming obscenities and bigoted re- 
marks at the proud Indian. 

“Go back to the reservation, Red- 
skin!” Rhodes roared. “The only good 
Indian is a dead Indian! We should 
have wiped all of you out when we 
had the chance!” 

With that outburst Rhodes again 
fled to the safety of the dressing 
room. McDaniel, still stunned by 
Dusty’s outburst, just stood there 
boiling. Within five minutes the 
match was signed. “I’ve waited for 
this for a long time,” McDaniel told 
the TV audience. “Blood will flow.” 

The week between the assault on 
TV and the match itself couldn’t pass 
quickly enough for fans. They'd been 
wanting to see McDaniel give Rhodes 
what was coming to him for a long 
time. 

At first, it appeared the match 
might be a disappointment. Rhodes 
ran from McDaniel as if Wahoo had 
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a fatal disease. He refused to get 
near enough to allow McDaniel to 
clamp on a single hold. When Wahoo 
cornered him he simply climbed 
through the ropes and ran out of the 
ring. Dusty’s strategy was obvious. 
He was waiting for an opportunity 
to nail the Chief with his elbow pad— 
inside which he carries an unknown 
but obviously razor-sharp foreign ob- 
ject! 

Tired of Rhodes’ refusal to fight, 
Wahoo chased him outside the ring. 
And this was where he made his mis- 
take. Rhodes scampered back be- 
tween the ropes. This meant he was 
inside the ring as Wahoo climbed 
back inside. And when the Chief took 
his eyes off Dusty to climb through 
the ropes—Rhodes charged and 
smashed his elbow pad into the 
Chief's face.

Rhodes’ legs and although Dusty 
hammered away at Wahoo’s bloody 
face—the courageous Indian refused 
to let go. And finally, using Dusty’s 
legs for leverage, Wahoo managed to 
pull himself under the bottom rope 
and back into the ring! 

Wiping the blood from his eyes, 
McDaniel advanced on the now-ter- 
rified Rhodes. He hadn't figured on 
Wahoo’s getting back into the ring. 
The Chief threw a tomahawk chop 
and it landed squarely on Dusty’s 
face. That chop was all that was need- 
ed. Blood began to flow from Rhodes’ 
face as it had from McWaniel’s. Now 
both men were covered with blood! 

But Chief Wahoo wasn’t finished 
yet. Tomahawk chop after tomahawk 
chop cracked into Rhodes’ face as 
Dusty groveled on the mat pleading

for mercy. It was becoming a massa- 
cre now and the referee couldn’t con- 
trol the Indian. 

Wrestlers began jumping into the 
ting to hold the still-bleeding Mc- 
Daniel as Rhodes was carried to safe- 
ty in the dressing room. And even 
after McDaniel returned to his own 
dressing room he remained angry. It 
took two full hours to stop the bleed- 
ing! But he had gotten his revenge. 
The massacre of paleface Rhodes 
would’ve ended in Dusty’s demise 
had the other wrestlers not inter- 
vened. 

The following day, when he was 
again able to speak coherently, Wa- 
hoo sat in his hotel room. Typical of 
the great athlete he is, he showed lit- 
tle evidence of the battle except for 
the tape holding the stitches in his 
face and a bloody towel lying crum- 
pled in the corner of the room. He 
smiled as we entered.

“If I had an elbow pad like his,” 


Wahoo grinned, “I could have stayed 
in football 15 more years. I don’t 


know what he’s got under there, but 


I'm pretty sure it’s not legal.” 

Wahoo preferred not to talk about 
the epic battle of the night before. 
Instead he chose to talk about him- 
self and about what it means to: be 
an Indian. He is proud of his her- 
tage and disappointed that so many 
Americans know so little about the 
men who once ruled the land we call 
the United States. 

“TJ was born in McAlester, Okla- 
homa,” the Chief began, “and I'm a 
member of one of the five civilized 
Indian tribes in the United States 
The Choctaw-Chickasaw had been 
civilized by the white man and took 
a lot of his ways. My grandfather liv- 
ed on a reservation and so did my 
father until he was 10 years old.” 

Contrary to popular belief, Wahoo 


There’s still fire in Wahoo’s eyes although Dusty’s long gone and the 
Chief is being restrained. “The next time I see him I’m gonna kill 
him,” Wahoo said later. By the following day he'd already calmed down. 


never did live on a reservation. In 
1947 his family moved to Texas where 
Wahoo attended Midland High 
School and began establishing him- 
self as one of the greatest Indian ath- 
letes in American history, second on- 
ly, perhaps, to the legendary Jim 
Thorpe. 

“In football I was all-State for two 
years and a high school All-Ameri- 
can in my senior year,” Wahoo noted. 
“T was the state champion in the shot- 
put with a throw of 58 feet, 10% 


inches and in the discus with a dis- 
tance of 178 feet, 10% inches. I was 
also an all-state catcher, hitting 14 
home runs to lead the state of Texas. 
I probably would have signed a base- 
ball contract had I not enjoyed the 
physical contact of football more.” 

Wahoo entered the University of 
Oklahoma on a football scholarship 
and played under the great Bud Wil- 
kinson. No two-platooner, Wahoo 
went both ways, playing offensive 
end and defensive halfback. He also 
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punted. 

In 1958 he was named an All- 
American and also had the longest 
punt in the nation (91 yards) as well 
as the second longest pass reception 
(87 yards). He was never worse than 
sixth in the nation in punting average 
during his three varsity seasons at 
0.U. ; 

After graduating from Oklahoma 
with a degree in business, he signed 
to play professional football with 
the Dallas Cowboys and promptly 
dislocated his shoulder. The follow- 
ing year he was traded to Houston 
where he played right guard weigh- 
ing only 219 pounds. His ferocious 
blocking was one reason why the 
Oilers won the AFC championship 
that year. 

In 1961 he was traded to Denver 
where he became a linebacker. It 
was there he was named All-Pro and 
again received similar honors after 
being traded to the New York Jets. 
He finally quit in 1969 while with 
the Miami Dolphins to devote all 
his energies to professional wres- 
tling. Why? Simple. “I earn three 
times as much,” he laughingly ad- 
mitted. 

McDaniel’s wrestling career began 
during his days at the University of 


Oklahoma. Texas didn’t have high ° 


school wrestling so Wahoo didn’t 
have any experience. But Port Ro- 
bertson, Sooner wrestling coach and 
uncle of TV star Dale Robertson, 
saw in the young Indian a gifted ath- 
lete anda man who would become a 
remarkable wrestler. He recruited 
McDaniel and Wahoo did so well he 
was invited to the Olympic tryouts 
in 1960. But Wahoo gave up the shot 
at the Olympics for pro football. 

After he quit pro football Wahoo 
devoted all his time to pro wres- 
tling which, previously, he’d done 
only on a part-time basis. His first 
match was against Danny Shocker in 
Terre Haute, Indiana. 

“Tl never forget it,’ the Chief 
said. “I beat him in 18 minutes and 
those were the longest 18 minutes in 
my life.” 

From those 18 minutes Wahoo has 
gone on to become one of the big- 
gest draws in wrestling. “I’m one of 
the top five in salary,” he admits 
matter-of-factly, “and I think I have 
as good. a record as anyone around. 
In three years in Dallas and over 
500 matches I've lost only 10. In 
Houston I’m number one as far as 
attendance is concerned. I’ve had 
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eight sellouts against Dory Funk Jr. 
In Australia I had 100 matches and 
never lost one.” 

It seems astounding for one man to 
gain such success in pro sports. Had 
he chosen baseball, he might have 
become an all-star there instead of on 
the gridiron. And had he not chosen 
baseball, football or wrestling, the 
chances are he could have done quite 
well on the professional golf ‘tour. 
He consistently shoots par and be- 
low-par golf. 

“Indians are placid people,” Wa- 
hoo said, “but I don’t take anything 
from anybody.

There 
may be elderly people or people 
with young children sitting nearby 
and nobody likes someone with a 
dirty mouth. 

4. Yes. Many times I've been 
helped out of a situation where 
a villain was pulling my trunks or 
hair because a sharp-eyed fan 
screamed for all he was worth and 
attracted the referee's attention 
to what was going on. 

5. Never! Some of these guys 
are maniacs and fans have been 
attacked. Besides, he'll get his in 
the ring. 

6. No. The odds are he'll have 
so much on his mind he'll forget. 
Always ask for a wrestler’s per- 
mission before starting a fan club 
but do it in the form of a letter 
sent to him in care of the local 
promoter, 

7. No. We know you're happy 
but when hands come shooting 
out of a crowd they could be hold- 
ing knives. Remember. Not every- 
one likes the same wrestler you 
may. like. Many wrestlers have 
been injured in situations just 
like this. 

8. Yes. This is the same situa- 
tion as question four. I've been 
alerted by fans to foreign objects 
many times and I’m thankful they 
called it to my attention. 

9. No. Wrestlers have private 
lives too. The easiest way to make 
awrestler angry at you is to bother 
him either at home or in the gym.

eyes bulging and mouth open. A 
look of relief swept over his face 
when Tolos stormed off without 
causing further mayhem. 

When Valentine heard of the 
incident, his face remained expres- 
sionless. He refused to comment. 
However, those who saw him 
training later that day said he was 
an enraged animal. They feared for 
Tolos’ life, believing no human 
could withstand Valentine’s 
onslaught. 

“Johnny trained that day like he 
wanted to kill someone,’’ one 
observer remembers. ‘‘He was 
methodical and serious for more 
than four hours. He went over his 
most painful holds and agonizing 
maneuvers time and time again. He 
was perfect.” 

However, that was only training. 
The real contest still had to take 
place.
